The banks had anticipated the 
run and provided additional paying 
tellers and every facility for rapidly 
paying out money, and so promptly 
met every demand that by noon 
even the most timid depositors had 
becom e ashamed of their timidity 
and the runs ceased. ’ Several ot 
the banks had posted notices that 
they 'would remain open until 
12 
o ’clock at night to pay such de­ 
positors as desired their money, and 
this showing did much to cause a 
^ 
feeling of security and stop the run. 
The exceptionally 
strong state­ 
ments made by the banks in the 
morning papers had already reas­ 
sured all thinking men, and it was 
only the most panicky w ho partici­ 
pated in the run. 
These statements showed an a v­ 
erage reserve fund of 
nearly 
fifty 
per cent, in the 
banks, 
while the 
law only requires 
them 
to keep 
twenty-five per cent. Bui the banks 
had wisely anticipated the state of 
affairs which existed on Saturday, 
and prepared for it. 
Right here is 
a lesson

timid who complain of hard times.

deavoring to wipe the evil out. 
Dur­ 
ing the year 
Gov. Swineford, on 
one of his official visits of inspection, 
touched at the native village of Au- 
goon, near Sitka, w here he found the 
population in a state of terrorism 
caused by the actions of a sham an, 
w ho had accused certain members of 
th e com m unity of having bewitched 
one of his patients and so caused his 
death. 
The accused persons, fully be­ 
lieving the sham an was right, were 
dn the point of com m itting suicide as 
atonem ent for their crime, w hen 
fSie opportune arrival of the Governor 
p ut a stop to the proceedings. 
An investigation was held and in 
order to show the natives th a t the 
pow er of the sham an w^as mythical, 
and to punish him for his action, it was 
determ ined to have his head shorn of 
th e big m atted locks wffiich are the dis­ 
tinguishing 
m ark 
of supernatural 
fiower. 
In spite of the w arning th a t 
he sham an’s evil spirits would strike 
any one dead who should attem p t this 
act of desecration, the governor pro­ 
ceeded to do his duty in the presence 
of t^e entire village, and In this w'ay 
destroyed forever the influence of the 
tm postor in this locality a t least. 
i t w'as my good fortune to be throw n 
in contact w ith several sham ans while 
exploring a portion of Alaska never 
before vtsitea by w hite men, and wffiile 
I am sure some of them im plicitly be­ 
lieved in their supernatural powers, 
others, I am equallj* confident, were 
sim ply gifted w ith a superior am ount 
gf intelligence, and knew' how to use 
it to the best advantage. 
My guide and interpreter, a bright 
m ng half-breed, w'ho was perfectly 
im iliar w ith the peculiar beliefs of 
\e natives, advised me to alw ays cul- 
vate the sham an w herever we com- 
anicated w itn a native village, and 
ver to laugh a t his perform ances if 
desired to get any assistance, and I 
ind the advice was very g-ooa. 
Gn 
e occasion, after toiling up against 
/la p id curreut of uu icy stream one 
y, alternately paddling and drag- 
ng our boat through the rapids, we 
ame to a fishing village situated on a 
amiy bar ip the middle of the stream, 
atiu concluded to camp. 
We were soon surrounded by a group 
of the natives, and In the outskirts of 
th e crowd I recognized the shaman, 
w ho evidently did not relish our visit 
h alf as much as the other natives. 
I 
sent Tah-tah-rok to him w ith a present 
of tobacco, but it was declined, and 
w^hen our guide returned he brought 
w'ord th a t the sham an was telling his 
people th a t if we started a fire on the 
beach it would kill all the fish in the 
Tiver and they xvould all starve. 
We 
^ ant word in return th a t w'e had no in- 
ention of starting a fire on the be^ch, 
as we did not w'ant to h urt the fish, 
and th a t w e carried our fires locked up 
in our boat. 
Would the sham an not 
come and see it and drink a cup of tea 
w ith the w hite man, w'ho was anxious 
o see him and have a talk? 
i Curiosity finally overcame his dig­ 
nity, and the sham an followed Tah- 
tah-rok to our camp, and while the 
rest of the natives were kept on the 
beach the sham an wms allow ed to go 
on board our boat and witness the 
m vsterious rite of boiling w ater over 
an alcohol lamp. 
D uring the opera- 
tm n he sat huddled up in one end of 
tne boat and w atched xvith the keen­ 
est interest every motion th a t was 
made, and, finally, w hen the tea was 
ready and we sat dowm com fortably to 
drink it, he did w'hat a real sham an 
never does—he smiled on us in the 
m ost childlike m anner possible, and 
from th a t m om ent w'as alw a\’6 ready 
to help us along w’henever his services

L ater oii I sent some of the river na­ 
tives of our party to the village and at- 
tepipted to open negotiations for a

’uide to show' us to the Jade Mountain, 
n an hour they returned w ith word 
th a t the sham an had consented to

The m om ent the su'i w'as out of 
sight the flap of the tt nt was draw n 
tight and the view' of the interior was 
suddenly shut off. 
The rest of the 
natives were seated in a semi-circle 
some twenty-five feet aw ay from and 
facing the tupec, and our party joined 
them and sat dow'n to aw ait 
develop­ 
ments. 
Soon from 
the interior the 
soft tapping of the sham an w ith the 
fleshy part of his hand on the tom-tom 
and the w'eird chanting of his wives in 
unison could be neard. 
D raduallv the 
noise increased in volume and" the 
voices of the singers w'erc raised until 
they were apparently roused to a state 
of frenzy. 
Suddenly the flap of the tent was 
throw n aside and the sham an w'as dis­ 
closed inside divested of all his cloth­ 
ing except a small piece of cloth bound 
around his loins, beating his toni-tom 
and how'ling at the full extent of his 
lungs. 
One of his w'ives was still seated 
near him w ith closed eyes, 
while the 
other old hag had assumed a kneeling 
posture, and w ith outstretched hands 
W'as sw aying from side Ur side, keep­ 
ing tim e w ith the barbarous chant. 
At the m om ent w hen the tent flap w’as 
w ithdraw n the woman sitting on the 
rigiit of the sham an threw a handful 
of inflammable tinder on the smolder­ 
ing embers of a fire in front of the

rible manner.

were found imbedded in her stomach.

th a t O’Neill frenzfed by liquor, final­ 
ly attem pted to a-ssauft Mrs. Griff'es, 
and W'hen she resisted, he picked up 
the bouquet w’ith the w'ooden handle, 
which was the only thing in the nature 
of a weapon in the room, and made the 
brutal a tta k. 
The w’oman made no 
outcry, and after O’Neill had com­ 
pleted the horrible m utilation he left 
the saloon, and the deed was uot dis­ 
covered until the bartender had occa­ 
sion to enter the room.
